We will resupply one time, at one-half 
price, plants that live through June Ist fol- 
lowing date of planting but die prior to one 
year after original planting date. The above 
guarantee does not cover planting in June, 
July and August, which is guaranteed for only 
30 days. 

All guarantees are predicated on the assur- 
ance by the purchaser that the plants have 
been properly cared for and that the plants 
have been paid for within 30 days of the date 
of planting. 

Absolutely no claims for full replacements 
will be considered after June Ist following date 
of purchase. 

HEIGHT AND CALIBER—Height of plants 
is considered from the ground level to the tip 
of the plant. (Does not include ball of earth.) 

In low growing varieties of plants spread is 
considered instead of height. Caliber is the 
method used for measuring larger deciduous 
trees. Caliber is the diameter of the tree at a 
point one foot above the ground. 


WATERING—We have found that more 
plants are lost from failure to water properly 
the first year after moving, than from any 
other cause. 

Do not drown the plants, but do see that they 
get some water (twice a week) from late May 
until October. 


FERTILIZING—Well rotted manures make 
fine food for plants. This should always be ap- 
plied on the surface in a circle around the 
plant, as a mulch. 

Ordinary soil will probably keep your plant 
healthy and growing. Mulching will greatly 
aid the plant in its color and vigor, as it also 
holds moisture around its roots.

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SHADE AND FLOWERING TREES 


One of the most attractive sights in summer is an area 
of cool shade. The natural beauty of a tree is something 
hard to describe. In home landscaping the use of shade 
trees for accent, background, screening, and shade is one 
of the most important considerations. 

The following list of trees are those that will grow 
well in this locality. 

Planting. To insure successful results the ground 
should be well prepared before planting, enriching, if 
necessary, with well decayed manure which should be 
well mixed. The hole should be dug at least two feet 
wider than the diameter of spread of the roots of the 
tree planted and about an inch deeper than the nursery 
soil line indicated on the stem. The roots should be 
spread out in a natural way, filling in with fine soil, and 
pouring in several buckets of water to run the soil to the 
roots. It is advisable to stake trees to prevent wind- 
shake until they attach themselves to the ground. Also 
we want to emphasize the necessity of a mulch after 
planting. This consists of straw (or similar material) 
placed around the base of the tree about 6 or 8 inches 
high and a little wider than the width of the hole. Allow 
this to stay on one year and it will practically insure the 
tree's life.

Pruning Shrubs. Many persons trim and shear shrubs 
into regular shapes, imagining that regular outline adds 
to their effect and beauty. While symmetry and regularity 
of form are to be admired in a shrub this quality should 
never be gained at the expense of health and natural 
grace. Each shrub has its own peculiarities of habit and 
foliage, and we should aim to preserve these characteris- 
tics as far as possible. Judicious pruning to secure health 
and vigor is necessary but trimming all kinds of shrubs 
into one form shows a lack of appreciation of natural 
beauty, to say the least. The old growth should be oc- 
casionally thinned out and the suckers and root sprouts 
removed when they appear. The best time, however for 
pruning all shrubs is when they are done flowering.
